Provided that the resident owns the real estate individually or jointly with another 
or his spouse with whom he has been living for at least 5 years as man and wife; 
said resident had a net income of less than $7,000 or combined income with spouse 
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of less than $9,000; and owns assets of any kind, tangible or intangible, less bona 

fide encumbrances, not in excess of $50,000.00. 

This article was voted on by ballot and accepted. Yes 125 No 48 

Article 16. To see if the Town will, by ballot, vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 
72:62 for a property tax exemption on real property equipped with a solar energy 
heating or cooling system which exemption shall be an amount equal to the full 
cost of the installation. (This article by Petition) 

This article was voted on by ballot and accepted. Yes 93 No 81 

Article 17. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to negotiate with, and 
when satisfied to give Quitclaim Deeds to, the owners of cottages on the South 
shore of Lake Skatutakee whose buildings are partially located on the former 
Boston & Maine Railroad right of way, which right of way is now owned by the 
Town of Harrisville. Expenses of attorneys, surveying, etc., will not be assumed by 
the Town. 

A motion to accept as printed was made. 

An amendment was offered as follows: To give the owners of cottages on Town 
land, the land to the base of the railroad bed, or to the 25’ center of the railroad bed, 
whatever was best and workable to the best interest of the Town, to the discretion 
of the Selectmen.

Gentlemen: 

Submitted herewith is the report on examination of the accounts of the Town of 
Harrisville for the year ended December 31, 1977, which was made by this Division 
in accordance with the vote of the Town. 

One of the enclosed, audits must be given to the Town Clerk for retention as part 
of the Town’s permanent records. 

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Included in the examination were the accounts and records of the Board of 
Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Town Library and Trustees of 
Trust Funds. 

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
General Fund: 
Comparative Balance Sheets — December 31, 1976 and 1977: (Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative balance sheets which disclose the financial condition of the 
General Fund as of December 31, 1976 and 1977 are presented in Exhibit A-1. As 
indicated therein, the unappropriated fund balance increased by $10,761, from 
$10,615 to $21,376 during the year ended 1977. 

Analysis of Changes in Unappropriated Fund Balance: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the changes in unappropriated fund balance of the Town during 
the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused the change indicated 
therein. These were as follows: 

Increases in Unappropriated Fund Balance:

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures — Estimated and 
Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 and A-4) 

Comparative statements of general fund appropriations and expenditures, 
estimated and actual revenues for the year ended December 31, 1977 are presented 
in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As indicated by the Budget Summary (Exhibit A-4), 
revenues in excess of estimates of $6,285 plus a net unexpended balance of ap- 
propriations of $4,468 resulted in a net budgetary increase in Fund Balance of 
$10,753. 

Supplementary Schedules: 

Schedule of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 

A summary schedule of general fund receipts and expenditures for the year 
ended December 31, 1977, made up in accordance with the uniform classification of 
accounts, is included in Exhibit E. 

Schedule of Revenue Sharing Accounts’ Receipts, Expenditures and Unexpended 
Balance: (Exhibit F) 

A statement which discloses the fiscal activity in the Revenue Sharing Fund 
account during 1977 is presented in Exhibit F. As stated therein, available funds 
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(unexpended) at January 1, 1976 amounted to $5,051. Entitlement payments of 
$8,677 were received and interest of $206 was realized by the Town during the year. 
Authorized expenditures of $9,116 were made in accordance with the vote of the 
Town. There remained unexpended funds of $4,818 at December 31, 1977. 

AUDIT PROCEDURE 

The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the custody, receipt 
and disbursement of public funds were examined in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such tests of the ac- 
counting records and such other auditing procedures as were considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 

Conclusion: 

The provisions of Chapter 71-A, Section 21, require that the auditors’ summary of 
findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be published in the 
next annual report of the Town. Publication of the Exhibits contained in this audit 
report is optional at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen. This letter, however, 
must be published in its entirety. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of Harrisville for their 
assistance during the course of the audit.

REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


1978 was a year of major changes in the Federal Agency of Civil Defense 
Preparedness. Many old assistance programs were terminated or changed. One 
area of major change was in the surplus and excess property division. Surplus pro- 
perty is that which can be purchased at low cost (about one cent on the dollar). 
This I have used many times in the past for items such as typewriters, adding 
machines, lights, tools and etc. Excess property, are items that are loaned or given 
to a city or town under special request grants. 

The following is a list of equipment received to date under ‘‘Project Wheels’’ at 
no cost. 


1 - 34 ton 4WD Dodge Power Wagon Truck Approx. Value $4236.00 
1 - 1% ton 4WD Jeep Truck Approx. Value 6450.00 
1 - 1OKW Gas powered generator 110/220 volt Approx. Value 2840.00 


Total value $13,526.00 

The *4 ton truck is now being used by your road agent for highway maintenance. 

The 14 ton truck has become a front line unit of your fire dept. 

The generator is mounted on a trailer, received under a simular project of the 
forest fire service, and can be used anywhere electric service is required. This 
proved to be a most valuable tool during the power outage in January 1979, to help 
residents with power for heat, water, freezers, and medical problems. Should you 
have an electrical emergency, call your Civil Defense Director or Fire Dept. 

Other applications for equipment and funding have been filed for 1979. This is a 
good example of one way Civil Defense can help bring our tax dollar back home.

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ROUTE 101 COMMITTEE TOWN OF HARRISVILLE 


At town meeting in March 1978, the town established our committee to monitor 
developments on a possible Dublin By-Pass on Route 101. The purpose of the 
committee is to represent the town in matters relating to the proposed road and to 
insure that the town’s position, as adopted, is given due consideration by the state 
highway department in planning the by-pass route. 

The following objectives for the committee were established: 

1. Make the position of the town (Article 17, March 8, 1977 Town Meeting) better 
known to the state. 

2. Seek a clearer explanation of the State’s position regarding proposed routes 
which pass through Harrisville. 

3. Report all developments to the Board of Selectmen. 

4. Evaluate alternatives and possible courses of action and submit proposals to 
the Selectmen. 

5. Communicate with surrounding towns and, where possible, co-ordinate 
efforts for maximum effect. 

6. Make information regarding the workings of the Committee and the by-pass 
issue in general better known to the people of Harrisville. 

During the first year, the Committee met with the State Highway Commissioner 
to discuss the problem and to re-emphasize the town’s position. We attended two 
public informational meetings held to discuss the by-pass proposals. We helped 
sponsor an independent study by the Monadnock Regional Studies of the truck 
traffic on the present Route 101. We also made presentations to the Statutakee and 
Silver Lake Associations to keep summer residents informed on this issue. 

It is the opinion of our Committee that, despite the town’s stated desire to keep a 
Route 101 by-pass of Dublin out of Harrisville, there is a very good possibility that a 
route will be selected which will pass through town.

1978 SERVICE REPORT 


During the period Jan. 1 thru Dec. 31, your ambulance responded to 116 calls. 
There were 61 emergency calls, 39 non emergency, 5 stand by at fires and parades, 
5 motor vehicle accidents with 9 patients, and 6 no transport calls. 6 of the trips 
were to the Peterborough hospital, 2 trips to Hanover, and 1 trip to the hospital in 
Lynn, Mass. Several of the non emergency trips were to or from the nursing homes 
in Keene and Peterborough. We received backup service from Keene when our 
unit was on a call. 

The ambulance and equipment are in good order. New batteries and rear door 
hinges, and exhaust systems were installed, and we are inspected on a regular 
basis. 

The members of the squad, through training programs, new courses, seminars, 
workshops and training aids, keep abreast of new methods and equipment that 
they may serve you quickly and efficiently. 

The squad has purchased a resusci Anne, using the money given us, to be used 
for special equipment, it is used at squad meetings and can be used evenings by 
calling Omer Dumont. This equipment is used to maintain the skills required to do 
C.PR: 

The E.M.T. members of the squad have attended seminars at U.N.H. and 
Plymouth. All these events make it possible for the squad to say the ambulance, its 
equipment and the personnel are ahead of federal and state requirements. 

Again we thank the high school members of our squad. Without them we could 
not operate during the day. We are very proud of them and their efficient work. 

We thank the families that have remembered the ambulance service with 
memorial funds, in lieu of flowers, and when they use the service. These and the 
appeal letter make it possible for us to operate without asking for tax money.

Motion 
seconded. Amended to include an increase for the Treasurer of $15. Motion se- 
conded. The amendment passed, and the motion to increase salaries by $360 
passed. 

Moved that the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $187,754 for the 
support of schools, for the salaries of school district officers and agents and for 
payment of statutory obligations of the District. Motion passed in the affirmative. 

Article 7: To choose agents and committees in relation to any subject embraced 
in this warrant. 

Moved to pass over this article. Passed. 

Article 8: To transact any other business which may legally come before this 
meeting. 

Moved, that next years warrant include that the purpose and intent of the Capital 
Reserve Fund be changed, so that the monies may be used for other purposes. 
Motion passed.

ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


The American taxpayers are making it clear that they expect public agencies to 
become more accountable for the spending of public funds. They have also made it 
clear that they want the ‘“‘basic’’ emphasized in their schools. 

With the above ideas in mind, Supervisory Union 29 has developed an Account- 
ability Model. This model has been approved by the New Hampshire State Depart- 
ment of Education. It is our hope that we will be able to complete the testing phase 
of this program by May of 1980. 

The five towns in Supervisory Union 29 are in the process of conducting an 
achievement testing program. The results of these tests will be presented to the 
parents and school board in the spring of 1979. Using the results of the tests, a Cur- 
riculum Committee will examine our curriculum needs in the summer of 1979. 
These curriculum needs will be reflected in a report to each of the town school 
boards in the fall of 1979. This report will include recommendations for program 
modifications based on the achievement test results and the recommendations of 
the Curriculum Committee. 

Achievement tests will be given again during the 1979-80 school year to deter- 
mine if progress has been made in certain curriculum areas. 

It is our hope that by examining and reexamining our school programs we can 
provide a quality education for our students in the most economic manner 
possible. 

Whenever the school has prospered during this past year, it has prospered due to 
the sustained efforts of individuals in the school where the program and the child 
meet. The professional staff deserves high praise for their effectiveness and will- 
ingness to adapt programs to meet the changing needs of our students.
